Sipce 
the American meat packers, ope? at- 
ing from Argentina, Brazil and Uru- 
guay, ship considerably more than 
100,000,000 pounds of meat each year 
into France, the extent of the blow 
can be readily appreciated. Frozen 
meats have paid no duty since 1914. 
The tariff on wheat was increased 
from 18.20 francs per 200 pounds to 
35 frances. American imports in 1927 
will approximate 2,500,000 quintals, or 
8,750,000 bushels. France imports 
wheat only to meét crop deficits. ~ 
The crop has been bad this year 
and the import estimates for 1928 call 
for 16,000,000 quintals, of which the 
United States will supply a large por- 
tion. The increase in tariff on the 
American wheat imports are expected 
to amount to from $137,550 to $176,850 
at the present rate of exchange. 
The decree applies equally to all im- 
porting nations and the basis upon 
which Washington acts in tariff tan- 
gies—namely: discrimination against 
American products—does not exist.

WRLCOME TO THE PRAIRIE 
= DIVISION. 


Chicago welcomes the Thirty-third division with 
pride. Illinois was one of three states which were 
alle to offer complete National Guard divisions to 
the United States when the war came, [Illinois 
gave in all more than 300,000 men to the army 
and navy, but, except for the Prairie division, Ili- 
nals men were scattered. The record of the Praivie 
division is peculiarly the record of Illinois men in 
combat. 

The division was one of five which were rated 
“first class”. by the general staff of the enemy. 
Though it was the sixteenth to reach France, the 
Prairie division was ninth in the number of kilo- 
meters advanced in the face of the enemy; fourth 
in the number of prisoners taken; twentieth in the 
number of men killed and twelfth ih the number 
ot men wounded. 

ne men of the Prairie division fought on six. 
fronts. They landed in France in May of 1918 and 
by July 1 some of them were in the Amiens sector 
toꝶ a baptism of fre, The division was represented 
in the great Somme offensive of August and in 

ptember, October and November saw action in 
the Argonne, before St. Mihiel, and in the Troyon 
sector. In these engagements the division lost 785 
officers and men killed tn action, suffered total 
capualties of 8,279 and captured just short of 

4400 prisoners. It was distinguished for ability 
te achieve the objective assigned to it and to hold 
what it had taken. Because of its competence and 
high morale, it was given a key position in the 
Afgonne offensive and fully justified the reliance 
placed upon Illinois men by the high command. 

The reunion will be a joyful one but there will 
be moments when the memory of the absent will 
be uppermost in the minds of the veterans. It is 
certain that [linois» men will not fail to think 
with gratitude of Maj. Gen. George Bell Jr., who 
commanded the Prairie division from its organiza- 
tien at Camp Logan, where it was molded into 
am effective unit, until it was demobilized. The 
Prairie division was fortunate in having a com- 
mander who was skilled in military science, modest 
and a leader of men. The confidence of his officers | 
and men in his judgment went far toward creating 
th® high morale which always characterized the 
Thirty-third. 

@hicago hopes that the reunion of the Prairie di- 
vision will become an annual event. The division 
east honor upen the state from which it came, 
carrying on the high ‘tradition of valor which Ini- 
nas men created in the civil war. It would be a 
great misfortune if present and future generations 
were allowed to forget what Illinois expects of tts 
soldiers. The annual reunion will serve to keep 
alive a precious tradition.

the hope has been dispelled, he is anxious to 
strengthen the fleet where it is weak. The failure 
to come to an agreement at Geneva and the reasons 
for it are well understood in America and the 
President is only expressing the aspiration of the 
country for adequate protection of our shores and 
our growing foreign commerce, 

Mr. Coolidge has again committed himself to 
f expenditure for flood control in the Missis- 
sippi valley. He favors the gulf and St. Lawrence 
waterways and his words indicate that he expects 
progress on both after the forthcoming session of 
congress. Observers have intimated from time to 
time that the President believes the most important 
contribution to the nation of his administration has 
been the reduction in the war debt and the policy 
of economy that has made it possible. If the pro- 
gram outlined by the President in Philadelphia is 
realized, he might be remembered as the President 
who reéstablished the navy and gave impetus to 
internal improvements of vast benefit to the nation.

HOW TO TREAT BURNS WITH 
ACID. 


H® tannic acid treatment of burns 
ig receiving some support from 
men and institutions where there 

are opportunities for large experi- 
ence. The proposal is that every estab- 
lishment where burns are frequent 
Should carry some powdered tannic acid 
in its first aid cabinet. It may even be 
carried in first aid kits. f 

The, treatment is simple. Four tea- 
spoons of dry powdered tannic acid is 
dissolved in a glass of water. When it 
is possible the water used should be ster- 
ilized by heating before it is used for 
the tannic acid solution. However, or- 
dinary drinking water can be used if 


‘mecessity demands. This makes a 2.5 


per cent solution. | 
This solution is applied on wet dress- 


ings, These wet dressings are kept on 


24 hours, being changed often enough 
keep them moist. At the end of this 
time the burn will be a mahogany brown 
in color. Whenever the area takes on 
this shade the dressing has been on long 
enough. It is to be removed and the 
wound dried with warm air. A simple 
method for doing this is to make a tent 
over the wounded area, using a sheet or 
blanket for the purpose. An electric 
light under this tent will supply all the 
heat needed for drying. After the wound 
has been dried it is kept clean, but is 
not dressed any more than is required 
for cleanliness.

The tannic acid dressing first stops the 
pain. It then seals up the wounded tis- 
sues, preventing infection and stopping 
absorption. That is the work of that 
mahogany brown coating. After that, 
repair proceeds according to nature’s 
way. 

The application of the tannie acid solu- 
tion must not be continued after the 
brown coating has formed, oi wise 
harm results 


This method has appeared in this col- 


umn before. It is repeated because of 
the favorable reports about it that are 
appearing.

WASHINGTON.—The following gen- 
eral order has been issued respect- 
ing observance of the Sabbath day in 
the army and navy: 

-  KEEXECUTIVE MANSION, - 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 16. 

The President, commander-in-chief 
of the army and navy, desires and en- 
joins the orderly observance of the 
Sabbath by the offleers and men in the 
military and naval service, The im- 
portance for man and beast of the pre- 
scribed weekly rest; the aacred rights 
of Christian soldiers and sailors: a 
becoming deference to the best senti- 
ment of a Christian people, and a due 
regard for the divine will demand that 
Sunday labor in the army and navy 
be reduced to the’ measure of strict 
necessity. The discipline and charac- 
ter of the national forces should not 
suffer, nor the cause they defend be 
imperiled by the profanation of the 
day or the name of the Most High. At 
this time of public distress, adopting 
the words of Washington. in 1776, 
“men may find enough to do in the 
service of God and their country with- 
out abandoning themselves to vice and 
immorality.” The first general order 
issued by the Father of his Country, 
after the Declaration of Independence; 
indicates the spirit in which our insti- 
tutions were founded, and should ever 
be defended. “The general hopes and 
trusts that every officer and man will 
endeavor to live and act as becomes a 
Christian soldier, defending the dearest 
rights and privileges of his country.”

“ Rebellion is a competent piece of 
novel writing, but without any special 
plot, any special character analysis, 
any special psychology, any special 
writing.
